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What’s the Plan, Stan?

As l started my last year as the "Grand Poobah at the Pi/' I thought it would be beneficial to have the club's Board 
of Di rec to rs transition into a more st ra teg i c b od y. A f te r all, th ey 1 .1 ad a p p ro v ed a M a n agem ent Co m m i t tee to d ea 1 
with the myriad details of running the Pi, so that meant they would have time to look to the future! They could 
tackle the constant nagging question of how the Pi would continue to function in the next five to ten years if 
membership continued its steady decline* Yep, we needed a long-range plan! 

As it turned out, a newly elected Board member came to the table with loads of this type of planning experience. 
Jay Castillo was "our man with the plan!" However, the fledgling Director was quick to point out that, to do the 
assigned task, one must first go through a planning process. Huh? 

Who was going to do the work? To have the entire Board of Directors complete the project seemed too unwieldy* 
We considered the idea of recruiting interested parties to form a new Planning Committee, but then having 
to coordinate the essential, face-to-face sessions also seemed untenable. Finally, it fell to the five-member 
Management Committee. After all, they had good command of the facts, they met regularly, in person and online, 
and have evolved into a functional and cordial group* So, with very little arm-twisting, they got the job! 

As Jay aptly outlined Lo the Management Committee, the process needed to look at important aspects of the club; 
to ask and answer some critical organizational questions; and to factor in intended end states; he., goals* Also, the 
Committee needed to evaluate strengths and weaknesses of the Pi, scrutinize internal and external factors, and 
consider customer (members) needs and expectations. Jay turned out to be the right man at the right time, and he 
convinced us this process thing}/ was one tall order! 

And what were the results of the Management Committee's efforts? As of this writing, the process documentation 
is being edited down into a draft Strategic Plan. It is first to be shared with the Advisory Committee — a group 
of sage and savvy Pi members who have served on previous Boards or who contribute in other ways Lo the Pi, 

With their added insight and comments, the plan will be modified if necessary and l hen presented to the Board 
of Directors for review and approval. Finally, the real hard work begins with implementing the steps necessary to 
reach the agreed upon goals* Talk about heavy lifting! 

A couple of key points about the Strategic Plan that I think everyone should understand* First, the time frame is not 
extensive; it is just two years. The rationale is that developing a truly long-range plan (five years or longer) serves no 
purpose without an intervening effort lo bridge the short-term gap* Also, implementing the Strategic Plan will fall to the 
current members of the Board and not end up on someone else's watch* Accountability is a key to success of the plan! 

The next important point about the Strategic Plan is that — surprise, surprise — it leans heavily on volunteers! 

Til is is an ever-present drawback lo most all-volunteer groups, and so the establishing of process champions is 
paramount. These recruited volunteer leaders will be given the support and essential direction Lo do the job. 

Those of us on the Management Committee have high hopes that the Strategic Plan will bear some great results. 

If the guidelines are followed, care is taken to enact safe and sane changes, and process champions are identified 
and supported, the Pi should do right by itself for the next couple of years and longer. 

liight here , of course, is the time for my usual drumbeat plea far members to come forward and help. This is going to he a 
dynamic, energetic project with many parts and pieces, and l am guaranteeing there will be plenty for everyone to do. Would 
you please consider raising your hand to help? 

There you have it — a process leading to a Strategic Plan leading to longevity for the Pi. Whew, 1 need a breather 
after just thinking about it! 
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Rage Sitemap Automator

Rage Sitemap Automator (formerly Google Sitemap 
Automator) is a neat little one-trick-pony: it creates XML 
sitemaps of Web sites* This sounds horribly obtuse, but 
it is important to note that it automate* creating such 
sitemaps; you, the user, don't have to know all that 
much. And sitemaps are very useful tilings to have, as 
they greatly increase your Web site's visibility in Web 
search engines. But first, some background. 

In the beginning 

Once upon a time, Tim Burners-Lee, the guy who 
invented the World Wide Web, maintained a list of 
all the world's Web servers. He maintained the list by 
hand. This was easy in 1992, but Web sites multiplied 
rapidly {experts predicted there would soon be 
thousands), and he soon abandoned the effort. 

By 1994, there were tens of thousands of Web sites. 

Jerry Yang, an electrical engineering grad student at 
Stanford, published something called "Jerry's Guido 
to the World Wide Web." It was housed on a computer 
named after his favorite sumo wrestler, akebono, 
stan ford .e d u . After a few me )nths, h e re n a m ed i i 
"Yahoo!" (complete wilh exclamation mark), and 
eventually was offered boatloads of money to turn 
it into a commercial company. The original Stanford 


server, akebono, has returned Lo academic pursuits, but 
Yahoo! remains. 

Yahoo! was a pioneer in automatically indexing sites. 
While other search engines crawled the Internet and 
reported back, "Hey, I found a Web server!" Yahoo! 
attempted to classify Web sites in terms of their 
knowledge domain, lumping chemistry sites with 
chemistry, mathematics with mathematics, and so on* 
AltaVista, in 1995, tried Logo beyond this by doing its 
best to index every Web site on the planet, and indexing 
the first thousand or so words on every page. 

Google, in 1998, went even farther, introducing the 
idea of "page rank." Index results are returned in order 
of relevance, and relevance is determined by how 
many times a page is referenced by other pages, how 
specific the page is to the search being conducted, and 
a host of other criteria, many of them unpublished 
and, presumably, Google trade secrets. Google's speed, 
accuracy, and coverage (it soon eclipsed AltaVista in 
number of Web pages covered) rapidly turned it into 
the search engine of choice, which iL remains today. For 
more on Google technology, see:

The plot thickens 

But even Google has limits, and in recent 
years has begun a campaign to help 
Webmasters produce Web sites that can 
b e more ra p id 1 y a n d acc u rately s ea rc lie d * 
Google publishes extensive information 
on good site design, and offers a number 
of Web-based tools to assist in site 
management. 


One of their most significant efforts is 
a campaign for Web sites to start using 
sitemaps. Sitemaps are maps of a site, often a 
Web page, that outlines the structure of the

site and has links to every major section 
or, in some cases, every page* Google 
endorsed this as an excellent practice, but 
advocated that Wcbm a sters go fa r t her 
a nd c re ate X M L s i le m a ps * I Ti e s e X M L 
documents contain a complete, detailed 
index of a Web site, including information 
on how often the content is updated, and 
all in a form that can be easily sucked 
up by a Web search engine without 
putting a heavy load on the Web server.

Finally, Google provides a free Sitemap Generator 
tool. Unfortunately, the sitemap tool is written in 
Python — a programming language known by 
relatively few people — and it requires installation by 
a skilled system administrator. Very few Webmasters 
have the knowledge and level of access required 
to install and configure Python and install and 
configure the tool.

Once Sitemap Automater has an address to work 
with, it spiders the site, following every link on the 
site to find every file and document (Figure 2). For 
small sites, this could take seconds. For larger, more 
complex sites such as the Washington Apple Pi site, 
this could fifteen minutes or more. In testing, 1 tried 
Sitemap Automat or with sites ranging from 150 pages 
to over 10,000 pages, and in every case the program 
worked quickly and without any additional attention 


or oversight. 


The Easy Part 

Fortunately for Mac users, you really don't need 
to know anything about Python, you don't have to 
have system-level access to your Web server, and 
vou don't need to know a thing about XML data 
structures in order to create a Web sitemap. Page 
Software has been making Web utilities for Mac users 
since before the dawn of Mac OS X, and the Rage 
Sitemap An tom a tor is a splendidly Mac-like tool: it has 
a graphical user interface, requires no knowledge 
of Python or XML, and it works. It even works with 
Apple's [Disk services. 

To start, launch Kaye Sitemap Automator and enter 
t he a d d re s s o f y ou r We b s i te ( Fi g u re 1 ) . T he o n ly rea 1 
technical requirement is that you must have write-level 
access to the Web site* If you can't put files on the Web 
site, you can't put a sitemap on it either. 


Once a site has been mapped, you have the option of 
editing the results, manually specifying how often a 
given link is updated* You can set a default value — 
ranging from "always" to "never" — but if you wish, 
you can manually change the default to cover the 
exceptions. This editing is done with a simple pop-up 
list of choices (Figure 3). 

After you've made whatever adjustments are 
required, you can either manually upload the 
res u 1 1 i n g si te m ap fi I e t o y o u r We b s i l e, o r h a v e 5 it e 
Automator upload it for you. Once uploaded, you can 
test that the sitemap is properly named and in the 
proper place by pressing a "Test Sitemap" button 
(Figure 4). Another button will automatically notify 
search engines (Google, Yahoo, MSN and Ask.com) of 
the sitemap, acting as a prompt for l hem to come and 
harvest the sile.

sitemap* The downside: it takes effort. The 
upside: generating the sitemap with Rage 
Sitemnp Aiitomalor is easy, and the sitemap, 
along with Google's Webmaster tools, 
makes finding the problems relatively 
painless* The end result: your site will 
be more completely indexed by search 
engines, more search engine users will 
find your she, and your site will become 
more popular. 


The Hard Part 

While the software is easy to use and inexpensive 
($29,95), many of the benefits touted on Rage Software's 
site are not benefits of Sitemap Automata? itself but 
of Google's use of sitemaps. Fortunately, getting an 
account on G oog le i s f roe, a n d using! h e i r Webm a s te r 
tools is also free* Tracking down problems found on 
vour site, on the other hand, involves work. 


Problems? 

in using Rage Sitemap Automata?, most of 
the problems came right at the start. Rage 
allows you to download a free, working 
demo* Unfortunately, the demo only 
permits you to create a sUernap for 20 
pages, and that is none too useful; U was difficult Lo 
Ltd I if the program did anything useful at ail. 

After getting the full version, l was notified of an 
update, which 1 downloaded and installed, Bui every 
time I ran the program, it complained it was using 
the old version, and prompted me to download the 


Take, for example, Web galleries, i Photo, 
Photoshop, Photoshop Ughtroom, Photoshop 
fc7iwn/s, Microsoft Expression Media, and 
many other packages can take a bunch of 
your snapshots and publish them on the 
Web* Unfortunately, the Web pages tend to 
1 1 a ve re pe i i t i ve a nd non - d esc ri p l i ve n am es. 
Once you have a sitemap, and Google 
indexes your site, you will discover that 
Google — and all other search engines 
— don't look kindly on Web pages with 
identical or non-descriptive names* 

Often, this requires that you painstakingly 
examine and re-title dozens, or possibly 
hundreds, of pages, and generate a new

new version — again. After going through this cycle 
two or three times, I noticed the program name had 
changed. Originally, it was called Google Sitemap 
Automaton , hut (probably in response to complaints 
from Google) it had been renamed Rage Sitemap 
Automaton The update was downloading the new 
version, but my alias for the program was launching 
the original version. Jt would have been nice to get 
some notification of the name change, but fixing 
the problem was easy: 1 threw away all traces of the 
original program with the now-abandoned name. 

Rage customer support, despite the somewhat 
unfriendly sounding company name, was always fast. 


courteous, and unfailingly accurate in answering 
questions. More than once, I received a response 
within 15 minutes of E-mailing a question. The bulk 
of the documentation is online, and not only does 
it tell you how to use Sitemap Automator , it is also a 
very good tutorial into the art and science of search 
engines and sitemaps in general.

ArkivMusic: A Great Web Page for Music

don't generally see Journal articles 
about Web sites* Bui this Web site may 
be of interest to those of you who are 
busily copying your old vinyl recordings 
onto CDs, and to those of you who — like 
me — are interested in purchasing CDs of 
music t hot i.s difficult to find, i ran across it 
quite by accident, have been very pleased 
with my purchases, and believe other Pi 
members may find it useful. 

I myself decided long ago not to bother 
converting vinyl records to CDs* Many of 
my favorite records had been re-issued as 
C Ds a nd 1 1 i a d a 1 re ady re pi a ced t he m ; a n d 
since 1 still have a player for vinyl records, 1 
decided to use my turntable when 1 want to 
listen to records 1 have not replaced, 

ArkivMusic has access to all the normal 
sources of recorded music, but — and 
this is important — it also has acquired a 


very large collection of old recordings and 
the right to reproduce them. Some of the 
best sellers they apparently reproduce in 
quantity, but many of the recordings they 
reproduce to order. They can do this very 
quickly, and the CDs 1 have received are of 
very high quality* The prices are about the 
same as regular music CDs* 

l recently found and purchased an old 
Rachmaninov recording l had been lusting 
after. My experience illustrates both the 
breadth of ArkivMusic's stock and the ease 
of using their Web site. 

A particular interest of mine is the music 
of Nicolo Paganini (1782-1840), who is 
generally considered the greatest violinist 
of all time. Numerous composers — Listz, 
Brahms, and even Andrew Lloyd-Weber 
— have written "Variations on a Theme 
by Paganini/' usually based on the last of

his 24 Caprices for Soto Violin, and I have 
fur several years been collecting examples 
of these variations, A favorite of mine is 
Rachmaninov's version called "Rhapsody 
on a Theme by Paganini/' This is a piece 
for piano and orchestra, consisting of 
24 va r i a t i o n s o n Pag a n i n i 's 241 h Caprice. 
Twenty-three of the variations fairly 
screamed their Paganini provenance. One, 
however — the 18 1fl — was longer than the 
rest, was quite a lovely melody, and has 
become quite well-known as a single piece. 
However, critics pointed out that it had no 
disccrnabte resemblance to the Paganini 
music. Rachmaninov turned the Paganini 
music upsidedown and played it that way, 
proving that this variation was indeed 
based on the Paganini theme. 

1 knew from one of my books that in 1934 
(the year il was written) Rachmaninov 
himsel f h a d reco rd ed 1 1 \e wo r k w it h the 
Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by 
Leopold Stokowski. It was that recording 
that l was looking lor. 


I opened the Web page www.AHdvMusic,oom and 
clicked on "Composer." (The numbers in 
parentheses after each composer's name 
represent the number of recordings the site 
has for that composer.) Then I clicked on 
Sergei Rachmaninov, and on the succeeding 
screen clicked on the title, "Rhapsody 
on a Theme by Paganini/' 1 clicked on 
Rachmaninov as the artist and Leopold 
Stokowski as the conductor.

If you can't find what you want, you can 
e-mail ArkivMusic from the home page 
and describe the recording you want. Give 
as much detail as you can. Within 24 hours 
ArkivMusic will reply, telling you how to 
find it if they have it — as they probably do. 

Experiment by looking up various records 
that you want, and enjoy!

A few drawbacks I have noticed: Drag 
and drop of text to a different page of the 
document does not yet work as smoothly 
as it should (t.e. scrolling pages with text 
selected to drag does not yet work); while 
you can manually move open windows to 
arrange them, there is no 'arrange' function 
like the one in Word, at least not yet, 

But overall, as far as working in a Writer 
document, the action is smooth and 
formatting is Office intuitive, with common 
functionality such as auto correct, spell 
check, and button and outline formatting 
that works well. 

Spreadsheet 

1 found it easy to open Excel spreadsheets 
using OpenQffice, and in quick looks, the 
program preserved both the formulas and 
the formatting. 

As in Writer, if you want an MS Excel user 
to be able to open Open Office spreadsheets 
that you create, you must save it in an Excel 
formal* Screenshot 8. Also as reported in 
the TCS thread about this, one cannot yet 
save a spreadsheet as a tab-delimited file 


(for ready export to other programs). Note 
too that I do not use Excel for complex 
formulas like regression analyses so I carVi 
speak to how well OpenQffice handles such 
higher-level functions.

Conclusion 

This open source office suite seems "ready 
for primetime" to me and 1 encourage other 
Pi members to give it a try.

Stox — Why Bother?

o there l was standing in the 
E me ry v il le Apple store, w ilh an 
Apple gilt certificate (which I had 
had since Christmas!) burning a hole in 
my pocket, when J saw this great pile of 
boxes full of a new program called Star. 

Not only were there piles of the boxes, 
there were big signs indicating that Apple 
thought this was a "must have" program 
for anyone interested in investments. So l 
surrendered my gift certificate and 1 bought 
the program. 

5/nr promised a program that would give 
you a streaming stock ticker at the bottom 
of your screen (while you are performing 
other chores on the computer), an infinite 
number of customizable portfolios (either 
real or just "watchers") and news bulletins 
about l he market and individual stocks at 
the click of a button. 

The first problem that I encountered was 
the result of the fact that, without my 


knowledge, Apple had apparently offered 
a (severely restricted) trial version of 
the program. Although I registered the 
p ro g ra m anJ ha d p a i d fo r it in a d v a n ce, 
each time 1 opened the program it warned 
me that 1 had only "x days" to buy it before 
my trial period expired. This problem was 
easily solved by a telephone calk 

The second problem was that the 
instructions for using the program were 
not very clear There was, as with most 
programs, a Help button at the top of the 
screen. When 1 clicked on the Help button l 
got the message, "There is no help for Star." 
That did not augur well for the program. 

The fact is that JoeSoft Engineering, 
d eve lop e r s o f S tox, a p pea re d t o h a ve p u t 
out the program while it was still a work in 
progress. It was not ready for prime time, 
and many of its parts simply did not work 
at all. Over a period of weeks I only opened 
it occasionally, and each time 1 did there 
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were updates that enabled one or more of 
the supposedly original functions. 

The good news is that now, as far as 1 can 
tell, the program works pretty much as 
promised and instead of a Help button 
stating, 'There is no help for Stox ■/' there is 
a long manual on line. (I confess, I haven't 
bothered to print it out or even read much 
of it*} 

The bad news is that, even though Star now 
works more or less as advertised, I can get 
the information 1 need more easily and 
more quickly from my Schwab account. If 
anyone needs the information Stox provides 
and your broker doesn't supply it, just 
change brokers. 

Try though 1 did, l was unable to find any 
way l hat, from the Star program, one can 
sign on to one's broker and buy or sell a 
slock, K you have to go to your broker's 


Web site any way, the question arises: why 
bother with Stox ? 

There is one other button 1 plan to dick on 
as soon as this review is completed. It is one 
that according to the label, will completely 
erase everything concerning Stox from my 
hard drive. Let's hope it works without my 
having to download another update*

buy Stox, it is available for $49.95 from the 
developer, JoeSoft Engineering (a Prosoft 
Engineering, Inc. company), http://joesoft.

How To Prevent E-Mail Overload 


By Herbert Block 

ovv may of us save messages we receive 
simply because we don't know how or where 
to save them? Or because we are afraid 
of deleting something important by mistake? The 
consequences, of course, are that the Internet mail 
accumulates and slows down your computer. 

Below, I will show you, step by step, how to save 
your important E-mails so you can find them when 
you need them, and keep your computer running 
smoothly. I will also show you how to print a specific 
piece of E-mail without including the extraneous parts 
of the page dial you don't want, like address headers, 
advertisements, etc. 

Method # I : The “Select, Copy, arid Paste” technique 

The most straightforward way to save an important 
E-mail is to simply copy it into a folder on your 
computer. Here's what to do: 

L Select the message to keep. You can do this by simply 
d rag g in g y o u r c u r so r o ve r t h e m a ter i a l you w ant to 
save to highlight it, or by selecting SELECT ALL from 
the EDIT menu, 

2. From the Edit menu, click COPY (Command C). 

3. Open a new blank document from your word 
processor, put the cursor on it, and select PASTE 
(Command V) from the EDIT menu. 

4. Your E-mail is now a document that you can save to 
a file, edit, print or whatever. You may want to delete 
any extraneous material like mastheads or ads before 
you print, since they use up a lot of colored ink. 

3. Alter you have edited your E-mail, you need to save it 
to your computer. The easiest place to locate an item you 
have saved is the DESKTOP. That places the saved item 
where you can find it easiiyand later move it any where. 

6. ft you want to keep all your saved E-mail messages 
in one place, you can create a folder for that. From the 
File menu select New Folder and give it a name, for 
e x a m p I e, S a v ed E - M AIL. From t h e d es k to p d rag 1 1 le 
document you have just saved to this new folder. From 
now on you can keep all your saved E-mail together in 
this Saved E-MAIL folder. 


Method # 2: The Picture/Copy technique 

Some people prefer to select and save material from 
Internet E-mail using the picture/copy technique. That 
technique is valuable for more than just E-mail, For 
example, you can use it to copy an advertisement of an 
item on sale, or to copy an extract of a long record with 
graphs, or for any other material you want to keep a 
visual image of. 

The picture/copy technique creates a virtual camera 
snapshot, complete with the sound of the camera's 
shutter click. Here's how you do it: 

L For a picture of the entire screen, hold down the 
command and shift keys, and press the number 3 key. 
Hear the shutter click? Find a "picture" on the desktop. 
(Note: the Command key, which is also known as 
the Apple key, is the key on the bottom row of you r 
key board next to the space ban) 

2. For a picture of only part of the screen, hold down 
the command and shift keys, and press the number 
4 key. That will cause a tracer head to lightly appear. 
With your cursor drag the tracer head all around the 
area you want Lo copy, and then let go. I fear the shutter 
click? A picture should appear on your desk top. If 
you didn't quite gel the part of the screen you wanted, 
do it again. After a few practice shots, you will be an 
expert. And, of course, you can trash the rejects. This 
pro ced u re is he] p I u I i f y o u w a n t to e 1 i m i n a t e ex c es s 
stuff, for example a banner advertisement. 

Method # 3; The Drag and Drop technique 

Finally, what if you want to save a photo that you 
received in an E-mail, but don't need the rest of the 
E-mail? There is a quick and easy way to extract the 
photo and save it. Just put your cursor on the photo 
and d ra g the p i c l u re t o y o u r d e s kto p. " V h en let go. 

There is your digital photo, ready to be printed, saved, 
or dragged into another document. 

Editor's note: for those who get massive amounts of 
mail — Journal editors, Webmasters , and the like — there 
is yet another method. Select a whole bunch of messages 
at once in Mail . Then go up to the File menu , and select 
Save As ... and give the messages a name, something like

A restoration doesn't 
harm what Time Machine has saved, so you can Iry

1 could test out both Leopard and Time Machine. Quite 
educational. 

Your new machine will offer to guide you through 
initial setup. There should be a way to avoid setting 
up a new account, and instead to tell it to take its cues/ 
users/set tings from an old machine or a Time Machine 
snapshot 

And that's the way to go: let the OS come in prepared 
for the new architecture and (if you're so inclined) 
migrate forward your user data and system settings 
from either the old machine or a Time Machine 
snapshot.

JPEG compression (19 replies)

In a book on working with html, Lhe author states the 
following: 

"There are many degrees between the uncompressed 
image and the over-compressed image — you just have 
to experiment with different levels to find the right 
degree for each image. And actually it can be better 
to not compress an image as far as it can be. This is 
because a browser has to decompress the image Lo 
display it, so an image that is too heavily compressed 
can actually lake longer Lo display" 

While I understand not compressing an image to the 
extreme, is this correct? That a browser decompresses 
the image? Doesn't the compression happen when the 
file is saved — for example, a JPEG image might use a 
lesser range of red values. 

It just doesn't seem reasonable to me that a browser 
actually decompresses an image - — don't we compress 
images for web so they load more quickly? Or am I 
misunderstanding? 
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Comcast - Cost/Performance Issue (17 replies)

Today a fellow long-time Comcast customer called me 
to say that his monthly bill had increased from SI 39,80 
to $212.75, presumably because his "bundle" price has 
expired.

After we discussed the details 
at this, he called back to say that he had placed a 2-year 
order with Verizon, getting a larger group of services 
(PiOS) lor $109.

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August 2008 General Meeting — 
Images, From Capture to Presentation

I t seems that every adult and child on the planet 
has a digital camera, but precious few of them 
have thought about how to handle the flood of 
digital images they arc capturing. The August General 
Meeting had as its theme capturing images with a 
digital camera, storing them, and offering tips for those 
who have gone beyond the basics. 

The August meeting started out with an innovation. 

For the first time in a long while, the meeting did 
not start off with a Question & Answer session. At 
least not the usual, Mac-centric, undirected Q&A 
session. Instead, in a bold move, President Bob Jarecke 
decreed that theQ&A session would follow the main 
presentation, allowing attendees to ask questions with 
the presentation fresh in their minds. This seemed to 
flummox a few, but they coped by turning the meeting 
breaks into impromptu Q&A sessions. In terms of 
interaction, the August meeting was a winner. 

By-Laws and other business matters 

[f Bob thought questions would be confined to the end 
of the meeting, he soon learned otherwise. He brought 
up three issues that each led to spirited dialogue. First, 
he informed the crowd of five dozen or so of a possible 
Pi office move. Our landlord lias offered alternate office 
accommodations on the second floor of the building 
we currently occupy. While a move would involve 
some turmoil, and the stairs could cause problems for 
the Tuesday Night Clinic and Reclamation Programs, 
we could save a considerable amount of money. This 
prompted a fair amount of discussion, but no firm 
decision lias been made. 

Bob t h e n cove red a Boa rd - a p p r o ved t ra n s it i on to a n 
electronic version of the journal. Nora Korc, our Design 
and Production Editor, has built a prototype of the 
Jmtmnl optimi ze d for viewing on s c re e n . The l ay o u t 
and look is dramatically different (for one thing, it is 
in color) and many members may find this method of 
receiving and viewing the Journal an improvement. 
Members who prefer to have a paper copy in hand to 
read could, of course, download the online version 
and print it out themselves. Alternatively, the Board 
is considering offering a print version mailed to the 
member as an extra-cost option. This could be quite 


costly, but if members are willing to bear a good 
share of the cost, the Board will consider it. The 
Board is committed to an electronic version, hut is not 
committed to any specific path. 

Finally, the membership in attendance was asked to 
review one proposed amendment to the Pi corporate 
13 y I a w s con ce ruing, i r on i c a 1 1 y, a m en d m ent p r oce d 1 i re. 
The amendment proved to be so contentious that, after 
se ve ra 1 m i n u te s o f f i elding q u es l i o n s a n d p r o p os ed 
changes. Bob suggested the subject be tabled. That 
turned out to be the only thing the group could agree 
on: with a second, the vote was unanimous to table 
the motion. Who said Bylaws votes were real sleeper 
moments at our meetings? 

Image Capture 

Lawrence Charters then did a quick overview on 
image capture. Generally speaking, there are three 
different kinds of digital cameras in wide use: mobile 
phone cameras, pocket cameras, and digital single lens 
reflex (SLR) cameras with interchangeable lenses. The 
quality of an image runs along a similar spectrum, 
f ro in i nex p e n s i ve mob i 1 e p h or i e ca m e ras p rod ucing 
generally poor images to pricy digital SLRs having the 
potential, at least, to produce outstanding photos. 

Quality, alas, is not due to price alone. Part of the 
problem with mobile cameras and some pocket 
cameras is the lack of a viewfinder. When you take 
a photo with these cameras, you must hold the 
phone or camera at arm's length, in order to see the 
LCD screen. Holding a camera away from the body 
dramatically increases vibration, and vibration leads to 
fuzzy photos. Cameras with a viewfinder - Lawrence 
explicitly commended the Canon Power Shot digital 
ELPH cameras — allow you to hold the camera close 
to the body, framing the scene by looking through the 
viewfinder, with your elbows and eyes forming a nice, 
stable triangle. 

At this point Lawrence casually mentioned that 
probably the best pocket camera out there at the 
moment was the Canon PouerShot G9, which is 
larger than the digital ELPH cameras but has the side 
benefits of taking very high resolution photos, having 
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a viewfinder with a diopter adjustment (for those with 
less than perfect vision), and offering the option of 
saving photos in RAW format. (Photographers prize 
RAW format because it allows the maximum flexibility 
in correcting image color and lighting). Paige Counts 
happened to have a Canon PowerShot G9 with her, and 
was immediately besieged with questions on how she 
liked it, how much it cost, where could you buy one... 

When some semblance of order had been restored, 
Lawrence went on to the next issue in image capture. 
Taking the picture is only part of the process; the 
next part involves preserving the images. For this, 
Lawrence highly recommended using a multi-format 
digital card reader. With a card reader, you remove 
the Compact Flash or SD memory card or whatever 
kind of card your camera supports, put it in the card 
reader, plug the card reader into a USB or FireWire port 
on your Mac, and "mount" it as if it were a disk drive. 
You then drag the images off to a folder on your Mac. 
Lawrence suggested giving the folder a name and date, 
such as: 

photos20080823 

for photos taken on August 23, 2008, Giving the date 
in year-morith-day format is critical if you have a lot of 
photos, ns it allows the folders to be properly sorted in 
chronological order, 

Lawrence discouraged people from using a cable 
to pull photos directly off the camera. This uses 
up camera battery power and, depending on what 
application you use, risks accidentally deleting photos 
before they have been copied to your Mac. Once the 
photos are on your Mac, in a properly labeled folder, 
you can then import them into an image sorting 
program such as / Photo, Aperture, Adobe Photoshop 
Light room t or Microsoft Expression Media (formerly 
iView Media Pro), where you can tag the photos with 
captions and keywords, and sort them by subject 
or whatever other criteria you might wish. These 
programs also allow for photo editing and correction, 
and can be used to create proof sheets, printed photo 
books, and entire Web sites. 

Lawrence also recommended archiving photos to 
CD-ROM. In his case, he places his original images 
(unedited, fresh from the memory card) in a folder 
until there are roughly 620 megabytes of material, and 
then burns them to a CD. Why a CD and not a DVD? 
Unlike DVDs, there is an international standard for 
CD-ROMs, and name-brand CDs such as Sony and 
TDK have a life expectancy of ten years or more.

There was a coffee break following Lawrence's 
presentation, but questions and comments didn't 
stop. Fortunately, an angel appeared in the form of 
Kitty Richardson and provided him with a donut and 
something to drink. He was, and is, most grateful. 

Fiat Lux 

Ld Miller followed with a presentation on working 
with difficult lighting situations. Next to blurry 
images, the most common problem with photos is 
lighting. On a bright day with overcast clouds, lighting 
tends to be fairly uniform and almost any digital 
camera can take a good photo. But on a dark day, at 
dawn or dusk, or indoors, lighting is far more difficult, 
A very bright, cloudless day can also present problems, 
as some objects will be well lighted while others will 
be in dark shadows. 

As Ed noted, the human eye tends to be very forgiving, 
constantly adjusting to changing lighting conditions and 
co n stan 1 1 y ad ju st i ng t h e p oi nt o f focu s . We g i ve n ex t k > 
no thought to how readily our eyes adjust to an indoor 
scene lighted only by candles on a birthday cake, and are 
surprised when our photos of the event look bad. 

To illustrate his points, Ed showed a series of photos 
he has taken on trips around the world, from the 
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Frank Midgley works on the programming code to his MacOSaiX application during a break in the meeting. (Photo by 
Lawrence I. Charters, taken with a Sony Alpha 700 digital camera.) 


Pyramids in Egypt to monuments in downtown 
Washington, DC In each case, Ed explained the 
problems posed by lighting, from artificial lighting 
at night to strong shadows cast at mid-day to the 
challenge of capturing motion in dim light. 

One common challenge: taking a photo when the light 
source is behind the subject. Photographing someone in 
a doorway for example, often results in an overexposed 
doorway with an unidentifiable silhouette. Is that 
Grandma? Uncle Jack? The next-door neighbor? 

There are two common techniques to cope with 
such problems: bracketing and exposure locking. In 
bracketing, you simply take a series of overexposed 
pictures, adjusting the overexposure to bring out the 
person instead of the silhouette. Exposure locking, on 
the other hand, requires getting dose to the person, 
locking the exposure (usually by pressing down 
halfway on the shutter), and then moving back into 
position to take the photo. Ed also mentioned using 
a light meter {a hand-held device that gives a reading 


on the amount of light available on the subject) if 
you have a camera that can be manually adjusted. As 
with most photography, success requires practice and 
experimentation. 

MacOSaiX 

Once you have a digital camera, film is essentially 
"free/' as flash memory (the memory contained in the 
removable cards in cameras) has plummeted in price 
over the years. This means you should be taking lots 
of pictures, since lots of pictures will turn you into a 
better photographer. 

And what can you do with lots of pictures, aside from 
print photos for friends and relatives, make photo 
books and calendars, and create Web photo galleries? 
Why, you can make photo mosaics! 

A photo mosaic is a large photograph or other 
illustration composed of other photographs. Paige 
Counts showed several large, mounted photo mosaics 
she produced using MflcOSmX This is a Mac-only

p rog ra m that re q u i res little m o re than I o t s o f photos, 
a good, strong image to act as a starting point, and a 
M a c OS X co m p u te r. Pa i ge 's i n os a i c s w e re co mpos ed 
of photos of the subjects, so a mosaic of a girl's athletic 
team was composed of nothing but photos of the 
team in action. From a distance, the images looked 
like a normal photograph, but as you got closer, you 
could see that they were composed of hundreds, if 
not thousands, of individual images. As her prints 
were passed through the audience, you could hear 
gasps and startled exclamations, followed by a flood of 
questions. 

Fortunately for the Pi, the author of MacOSaiX , Frank 
Midgley, is a Pi member. Frank explained how to use 
M ac O 5 a i X, ex p 1 a i n e d that it wa s s t i II unde rgo i n g 
revision and improvement and, most important of all, 
mentioned that MacOSaiX is free. He also explained, 
in answer to a question, the name: it is an amalgam 
of "Mac OS X" and "mosaic/' and is pronounced 
"rnacosaic." 


There are two main "tricks" to a good photo mosaic. 
First, you need a good, strong starting image that 
MacOSaiX can use as a template. In essence, MacOSaiX 
tries to re-create this image using other images as if 
they were large pixels. Second, you need lots of photos 
on hand. MacOSaiX lias the ability to pull images from 
Flickr and Google. This has advantages, inasmuch as 
you can find an almost infinite source of images, hut 
it does bog down your Internet connection, and if you 
have a slow Internet connection, the process can take 
forever. Additionally, you have little control over what 
photos end up in your mosaic. If you wanted only 
images of 0-52 bombers, you'll probably end up with 
many photos of the rock band, the B-52s. 

Fortunately, MacOSaiX can also use images on your 
Mac, including any specific folder you select, or 
y o u r i PI jo to I i b ra r y, o r eve n i ndi v i d u a 1 frames frot n a 
QuickTime movie clip. Frank showed several examples, 
including one mosaic composed entirely from 
frames of a movie that one of his children loves. One 
intriguing option allows you to use glyphs, which can 
b e q u i te i n te res t i n g if y o u h a ve 1 o ts o f d i f f e re n t to ills 
installed on your Mac. Johannes Gutenberg would be 
astonished. 

Needless to say, creating a photo mosaic requires 
quite a bit of computing power. If you have a slower 
Mac things will take longer, but wiLh patience and 
experimentation, almost anyone can create some truly 
remarkable images.

After lunch, the audience spill up and attended Special 
Interest Group sessions for iLife devotees, genealogy 
explorers, and beginners. It was amazing that anyone

Y ou 've probably seen news photos of computer 

scientists with funky helmets, and a caption that 
says the scientists have developed '"wearable 
computers."

Wearable computers do exist, but they don't require 
funky helmets or goggles. Millions of people already 
have them: the iPhone and the iPod touch. Though 
touted as, respectively, a phone and a music player, 
the iPhone and the iPod touch are, in fact, full-fledged 
computers, and the September meeting explored l his 
brave new world. But first, there was a bumper crop of 
questions and answers. 

Question & Answer Session 

What is a smart mailbox? Aside from being another 
curious artifact of Apple's marketing (do you want a 
mailbox to be smart?), this is essentially a folder in Apple 
Mail that collects messages based on user-defined criteria. 
You can set up a mailbox to direct all incoming messages 
addressed to webmaster@avap.org to a particular folder, 

( )r a 1 1 m e ss ages from g ra n d n i a@d ai sy hill co m to a n o t he r 
folder. You can create a folder that will automatically 
funnel any new message sent from before 2008 to a 
"possible spam" folder (many spammers have computers 
with dead batteries, so the date and time are bogus). 
Combined with "Rules" (found under Mail > Preferences), 
you can set up all kinds of elaborate E-mail filtering to 
automatically slice and dice your correspondence.

You 
can plug an extension cord into a UPS, and use a dumb 
old power strip with a UPS, but the voltage regulation 
circuitry in a UPS and in a surge suppressor will argue 
with one another, and either short each other out or 
d a m ago y o ur equi p m e n t, or b o t h . 

What does "too many redirects" mean? If you see this 
in your Web browser, it either means, literally, that a 
Web page was moved multiple times and now can't 
be found, or that your Web browser thinks something 
fishy is going on and won't follow the redirect because 
it presents a security issue. 

What does it mean when you get a message that ihe 
startup disk is almost full? This is a non-trivial message, 
so the proper response is: stop what you are doing and 
fix the problem. You can corrupt your hard drive if the 
problem is not fixed. If you gel this message and you 
think you still have room on your drive, make sure you 
are looking at the startup drive; having room on a data 
drive doesn't help, as your Mac uses the startup drive for 
caching information, creating virtual memory, paging 
memory, and other topics that would each require an 
article unto themselves. If you are convinced that the 
message is bogus, seek technical assistance; your Mac 
thinks something is wrong, and it needs to be checked. 

My workplace only allows use of Internet Explorer; 
is there any way to view Apple's Mobile Me pages? 
MobileMe does allow use of Internet Explorer 7 and 8; 
it doesn't work with Internet Explorer 6. Look closely at 
the warning box (Figure 1}. If you press the Continue 
button, you can use Internet Explorer 7 and 8, though 
this is slower than Fire fox or Safari , and some things 
may not display correctly.

How can t tell what is running on my Mac? Inside your 
Utilities folder, find and launch Activity Monitor. You'll 
be amazed at what is running. 
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Mv new Mac has a Mighty Mouse, and il moves the 
cursor all over Is there anything 1 can do about it? 

The most common problem with optical mice: dust on 
the bottom lens. These mice are also sensitive to the 
surface you are using; glass and mirror surfaces are not 
good choices, nor are dusty surfaces. 

Are there external iPhone batteries? Yes, there are, with 
more on the way. These batteries plug into the data 
connector on the bottom of the iPhone. 

Can you really get E-mail on a phone in the middle 
of a swamp? You can. but only if there is a cell tower 
somewhere within a mile or three. Only the most 
modern swamps have such service. 

Pi Office Move 

Pi President Bob Jarecke then took a few minutes to 
talk about Pi business. The Pi office is moving. The 
address will stay (almost) the same, but the office is 
moving one story up in the current building, into a 
space less serpentine than the current one. Related to 
this move, the Tuesday Night Clinic and Reclamation 
Program are going into hiatus, as the volunteers who 
run these programs don't think visitors will want to 
deal with stairs. The Pi leadership is actively looking 
for a better space for these programs. 

Bob also announced that, while the Pi does plan to 
move to an electronic Journal, the exact details are 
being reconsidered, and no set timetable lias been 
laid down. Additional details on the office move, the 
Tuesday Night Clinic and Reclamation Program, and 
the electronic journal will be announced on the Pi Web 
site when available. 

iPod touch: More than expected 

Lawrence Charters then demonstrated how the iPod 
touch is more than just a music player. Since the iPod 
touch screen is just 3.5 inches across, Travis Good 
rigged up a video camera on a tripod* and plugged it 
into a data projector so the audience could see the iPod 
touch screen. This worked reasonably well, though 
Lawrence's hands or fingers, or both, often blocked the 
view. Next time, we'll make sure to drink an Invisible 
Man potion before starting the demo. 

When originally released, the iPod touch could play 
music, it could play videos, it could display photos, and, 
using the W i P i tea 1 u re, co u 1 d le t y t )u surf the Web wit h 
Safari. Lawrence showed a special Apple Composite AV 
Cable that even allows you to attach an iPhone or iPod 
touch to a TV and display movies and photos on your TV. 


Later updates added E-mail, Address Book, and some 
other tweaks, greatly expanding the capabilities of 
the iPod touch without requiring new hardware. But 
with the release of the iPhone 2.0 software (a version 
of this software came out for the iPod touch, too), that 
same original iPod touch can now do almost anything, 
and has gone beyond being a music player to being a 
wearable computer. 

Thanks to Apple's iTunes Store and its App Store 
component, you can now download thousands of 
games, books and book readers, social networking 
ap p 1 i ca t i on s, re fe re nc e applic at i a n s, fi n a nee a n d 
business applications, education aids, music 
a p p 1 i ca t i on s, p hole )g r a p hy ap p 1 i c a t i on s, n e w s r e a d e r s 
and other items that are somewhat harder to classify. 
That portable computer in your pocket not only plays 
music and videos, hut also can be used for: 

iPiut, an application that "fills" your iPod touch 
with frothy beer, which you can then "drink" by 
tilting the iPod touch and watching the beer drain 
away; 

Gc/jgau, an application that matches Japanese reign 
eras to Western calendar years; 

Cfl/mou Challenge, an application (created by 
Discovery Channel) that allows you to modify 
the velocity and angle of elevation of a cannon to 
blow up non-line-obsight targets, especially when 
waiting fora tardy spouse; 


The Bible, available in multiple languages and 
multiple translations;

Constitution and Declaration , two appli- 
cations that have the complete texts of, 
respectively, the IIS. Constitution and 
the Declaration of Independence; 

Birds, a photo guide to North American 
birds, complete with a sightings journal 
and (in the most recent version) audio 
samples for many birds; 

Currency , an application that 
downloads the latest information on 
the value of the U.S. dollar compared 
to the Canadian dollar, Euro, British 
pound, Japanese yen, Australian dollar 
and Chinese yuan; 

Epocrates, a drug information guide 
that gives characteristics and 
interactions of various drugs, and 
even shows photos of pills so you can 
identify those mysterious things you 
have in your medicine cabinet; 

Cube Runner, a game that allows you to 
"fly" through a landscape populated with 
cubes, steering by tilting the iPod touch; 

File Magnet, one of the best-selling paid 
applications on the App store, that 
allows you to store and view Word , 

PDF, PowerPoint, Excel, Pages, Numbers , 
Keynote, RTF, text and Web files; 

Koi Pond, another App Store bestseller, 
is a Japanese koi (carp) pond, complete 
with rucks, lily pads, and water ripples. 
You can feed the fish if you shake the 
iPod touch; hold your finger in place 
and the fish will come over to nibble it; 


Labyrinth Lite, a maze game in which 
you tilt the iPod touch in order to roll a 



bail through a wooden maze. You can 
also use it as a bubble level; 

iWant, an application that shows you 
the location of nearby bars, restaurants, 
coffee shops, drug stores, dry clean- 
ers, movie theaters, hotels, department 
stores, and other things you might need 
to find when visiting a new neighbor- 
hood or city; 

Air Sharing, another application that 
allows you to wirelessly mount your 
iPod touch on your Mac's desktop 
and store and view a wide variety of 
documents; 

Molecules, an educational tool that 
allows you to visually manipulate 3D 
models of molecules such as DNA, 
insulin, 'T NT and any others you care 
to download and add; 

Shakespeare, the complete works of 
William Shakespeare in your pocket; 

Vegas Poo! Sharks Lite, a pool table in your 
pocket (a paid version offers many more 
options); 

Ugh t saber Unleashed , by Lucasfilm, allows 
you to pick your color of light saber and 
theme music, and then have a nice sword 
fight by swinging the iPod touch around. 

There are several things worth mentioning: 
{ 1 ) none of t h esc a p pi ica t i o n s wa s a va i 1 a bl. e 
on the original iPod touch, but all of them 
work on that same device today; (2) all 
these applications work on an iPhone as 
well as an iPod touch; (3) several of these 
applications require a wireless network 
connection to download updates, connect 
to computers, find your location, or do 
other tasks; (4) several of these have 
sound and require e a rbuds, headphones 
or speakers, unless you have a second- 
generation iPod touch or an iPhone, both of 
which have built-in speakers; (3) several of 
these take advantage of the accelerometers 
in the iPod touch and iPhone, and use 
tilting, twisting, shaking or some other 
movement to perform some action. 
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For iPod touch users, the world has 
changed drastically in just one yean 

Virtual iPhone 

Travis Good also has an iPod touch, so we 
had to resort to alternate technology to talk 
about l he iPhone. Fortunately, Keynote (part 
of iWork) was up to the task. Travis showed 
a series of slides that highlighted the physi- 
cal differences between the latest iPhone 3G 
and the recently-released iPod touch 2G. 

An iPhone is slightly longer, slightly thicker 
and slightly heavier than an iPod touch, but 
not dramatically so. The new iPod touch has 
a chrome metal back, while the iPhone 3G 
has a black or white back. The iPhone cam- 
era lens also adds a noticeable difference to 
the back. 

In terms of capability, the iPhone 3G does 
several things an iPod touch does not 
bes id es, ob v i o u sly f u nc L i o n a s a m ob i I e 
phone. It has Bluetooth, so you can pair it 
with a headset or even some cars. It has 
a built-in micro phone. It has high-speed 
wireless access to the Internet without 
using WiFi (but, like the iPod touch, it also 
has WiFi). It has Geospatial Positioning 
System (GPS) hardware, so you can see 
where you are, provided you are outside, ll 
has a digital camera. It supports SMS (Short 
Message Service), otherwise known ns text 
messaging. 

The only iPod touch 2G capabilities not 
found on the iPhone 3G are: support for 
Nike -f- (a wireless system that tracks your 
walking or running with select Nike shoes, 
and also works with other shoes if you fake 
it) and capacity up to 32 GB (the iPhone 
presently comes in either 8 GB or 16 GB). 

Obviously, the mobile phone capability is 
the most significant difference. Because of 
this, yo u ca n ha ve I n t erne t a ccess virtu- 
ally anywhere; you don't have to be within 
50 feet of a WiFi hotspot as with the iPod 
touch. If you are in a new town and want 
to find out about the local restaurants, you 
are just a button or two from getting that 
information. Want to check out stock prices 
in that swamp mentioned in the Q&A ses- 


sion? You can do that. Want to check your 
E-mail while grocery shopping? You can 
do that, too. Oh, yeah: you can also make 
phone calls. 

Audience members with iPhones also said 
that the built-in camera is surprisingly 
handy. While it can't compare with a high- 
end digital SLR (single lens reflex) camera, 
the fact that it is instantly available, and you 
can instantly E-mail the photos, makes it 
perfect for taking notes of things you saw 
in the store, or where you parked your car, 
or taking care of any number of other little 
chores that you wouldn't normally think 
involved a camera. 

Travis noted another major difference 
between the iPod touch and the iPhone: 
you can use an iPod touch for free, once 
you buy it; an iPhone comes with monthly 
fees ranging from $69-99 to as much as 
5139.99, not including various taxes and 
r a n d o m c h a rges that a p p e a r o n p h on e bills. 
Several in the audience said that this, too, 
can be minimized, usually by eliminating 
a land line phone service or cutting back to 
just a basic landline phone service. 

Travis showed some maps of AT&T's 3G 
(high speed) data service and their older, 
slower 2G service, and it is clear that the 
iPhone is not designed for use in Alaska, 
Montana or Wyoming. 3G service, in 
particular, is concentrated in areas around 
major cities; sheep herders and cattle 
drivers will have trouble getting any kind 
of service at all. 

One of the most controversial aspects 
of the iPhone 3G introduction was the 
simultaneous transition of Apple's online 
.mac service to MobileMe. After a few 
teething issues, MobileMe has turned into 
a virtually seamless way to keep your 
calendar, E-mail, and address book in sync 
between your Mac and the iPhone (or iPod 
touch). iPhone users also report that you 
can sometimes get E-mail even when phone 
service is, at best, iffy. 

Apple's ability to make the Web-based 
equivalents of Mail, Add ress Book, and iCal

look and work pretty much the same way they do on 
the iPhone or a Mac is also a plus. 

Travis also talked about some features of MobileMe 
not directly related to the iPod touch or iPhone, chiefly 
the Web photo gallery capabilities and iDisk, which 
provides 20 GB of online storage. Taken as an integrated 
package, MobileMe and Apple's pocket computers, 
as the company's advertising suggests, "changes 
everything

If you were one of the four score who attended 
the meeting, you know that we had coffee, water, 
donuts and pizza, the latter for lunch. There was 
also a drawing for an iPod touch, and Mindy Nash 
was absolutely shocked to find she'd won. 

Three groups broke up into Special Interest Groups 
(SIGs) following lunch, one for iLife, one for 
Genealogy, and one for Beginners. Travis also held 
an informal "meet up" in the hallway for those 
who might be interested in further exploring the 
iPhone and the iPod touch. This group attracted 
ab out eight people, sum e o f vv h o m had n e v e r o w n e d 
either device and some of whom had multiple iPod 
touches* 

In short: we haven't heard the Iasi from these 
wearable, pocket-sized computers* They may be the 
biggest things Apple has come up with in years.

Highlights of Pi Board Activities, 
August- September 2008 

8/ Gordon Nord, Pi Secretary 

Board Meetings: The Board met only once on September 
20 with eleven members present. The August meeting was 
deemed unnecessary as the Board can now vote via email 
on any emergency issues. Indeed two issues were handled 
via email vote. 

I i rs t, pe r t he 1 3y I a w s, the n e w Ad v i so r y Com m i t tee's 
membership was chosen. The makeup of the Advisory 
Committee was approved by email ballot on 
August 24, 2008. 

Second, an email vote was taken concerning the office 
move. This action specified that the Pi will accept our 
landlord's offer to move to the second floor office space 
with the understanding the space will be built to suit and 
a new lease contract will be negotiated to our maximum 
advantage. Board approval of this motion is valid for 30 
days and is contingent on the landlord closing a deal with 
a prospective tenant who will occupy our present space. 
The vote passed on August 25 with all members voting 
"yea" 

Tuesday Night Client and Reclamation Programs will not 
move upstairs. There will be a search for new space to be 
available after the year's lease is up. The new space should 
include space for TNC 

As yet the agreement with the landlord lias not been final- 
i zed; nego t i a t i on s cont i ni ie. 

Treasurer Tom Carlson reported that at present, the Pi is 
over budget. After three months, one fourth of the fiscal 
year, the Pi has a $2000 loss. He notes that care needs to 
be exercised in coming months to control costs or increase 
income to reach the planned $2,000 deficit by year's end. 
Carlson presented a variety of possible changes that 
would affect the outcome but remained confident that the 
bu dge t goa Is will be m e t . 

I reported last time that the fountal was to become all-elec- 
tronic by the end of the year. However the Board of Direc- 
tors reconsidered and voted to extend the life of the print 
journal beyond the end of the year until the BOD feels the 
ejournal is ready to be the primary Journal of WAP. 

The Management Committee estimated that there are 
currently 878 members.

Beginners SIG

about the basics associated with the latest version(s) of 
the Mac OS X operating system. Rudimentary items are 
generally covered based on questions coming from the 
attendees. In addition, the group leader will provide 
other demonstrations on how to better use the your 
Mac's operating system. 

This SIG meets in conjunction with the monthly 
General Meeting, convening immediately after the 
lunch break* It is scheduled for one and one-half hours. 
The SIG leader is Randy McMillan with Dick Rucker as 
a regular stand -in leader. 

August 23, 2008 Meeting 

Dick Rucker led this month's meeting. He had 
five attendees in a SIG session that was busy and 
productive* A few questions started the meeting off, 
and before the five knew ii, the meeting Lime had 
expired and they had tube run out of the room! 

Areas covered, as a result of a leading question or two, 
included Spotlight, the Dock, File Sharing, computer 
security, Apple Mail, bookmarks, and archiving options 
for scanned paper documents. 

It is interesting how just a couple of simple questions 
lead us to cover so much diverse material* This informal 
SIG is starting to take shape and participants report 
having a good time while learning more about how Lo 
use their Macs. 

New members are welcome! 

September 27 , 2008 Meeting 

Dick Rucker also moderated this SIG session* Despite 
a small turnout, everyone had a good time exploring 
how to get things done using various features of the 
Leopard version of Mac OS X. 


Dick started by demonstrating how to launch apps 
{short for applications) using Spotlight — just press 
Comm and -Space, and start typing the first few 
characters of the app's name. Next he explained the 
difference between the icons for an application and an 
alias of that program, and expounded on the value of 
an alias, Dick pointed out how to use a Default Folder to 
ga i n useful feat u res n o L fou n d in hi n de r 's O pen & Sa ve 
dialog windows. l ie also presented some neat features 
of iCal, including: how to add a new event category to 
the monthly calendar; how to add daily events to that 
category; and how to set an alarm or send an email 
reminder about a particular event. 

The group investigated National Weather Service's 
forecasts at http:// forecasLvveather.gov/ and discovered 
how to use the looping option of the radar image page* 
They also learned how to save the site's URL (Uniform 
Resource Locator) as a Webloc file on the desktop. This 
gave them the opportunity to save URLs as bookmarks 
and as a Webloc and see first-hand the differences in 
the two methods for saving Web pages* 

Since one attendee was considering buying a new 
machine, the* group reviewed the options for moving 
files, preferences, and apps from an old machine to a 
new one* Dick explained how to use the application 
Migration Assistant in lieu of dragging and dropping or 
re-installing licensed programs from their install CDs 
or DVDs. 

Genealogy SIG 

This SIG is obviously focusing on Genealogy and, 
although it is a newly regenerated SIG, it is already 
yielding good results. While this SIG is not directly 
related to computing, the Mac ends up being a valuable 
tool for researching long-lost relatives. This group 
discusses various genealogy databases, how to research 
ancestry records, some pitfalls of the process, and other 
aspects of this interesting topic* 

The GEN SIG meets in the later portions of the monthly 
General Meeting. The session is scheduled for one and 
one-half hours and it begins after the lunch break, SIG 
co-leaders are Tom Carlson and Bob Jarecke.

August 23, 2008 Meeting 

This month's meeting featured slideshows in iPhoto. 
Over a dozen folks attended the meeting and Pat 
had their undivided attention as she pointed out an 
important technique for creating more interesting 
images — crop them! Using the easy-to-use cropping 
feature in iPhoto , you can eliminate unnecessary or 
unimportant parts of the photo and thus highlighting 
the photo's center of attention. Also, the cropping 
artificially enlarges the image so that during a 
slideshow you have more detail to enjoy. 

One of the changes in the latest version of iPhoto is that 
the library of photos can no longer be easily accessed in 
Finder, However, it is not hard to get your images out 
of iPhoto for other uses, and Pat demonstrated several 
ways to export images. Some of the more obvious ways 
are via features built into iPhoto that let you export 
images to other Apple applications like i Movie, flVefc or 
iDVD. But if you want the raw, basic images, there is 
an Export option in the Menu under File. This method 
allows any selected images to be placed anywhere you 
want via a navigation window. 

The above is just a small sample of the many tips and 
techniques covered in this SIG that will help you get 
better use out of the iLife suite of applications. 

September 27, 2008 Meeting 

Pat Fauquet moderated this tUfe SIG session and her 
focus again was iPhoto techniques. As in last month's 
meeting, Pat demonstrated cropping and enlarging 
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techniques* To ensure that all the details in your images 
come through, it is imperative that your camera capture 
them at a very high resolution. Doing this will allow 
you to enlarge cropped images without the details 
becoming pixilated, 

Pat then demonstrated the titling of photos. Because i Photo 
cannot title images, you need to export the images and 
then open them in an application where tilling can be 
done. Pat mentioned using Graphics Converter, Photoshop 
or Photoshop Elements* Any one of these applications will 
allow you to title your photos. When you are done, you 
can import them back into iPhoto where you can include 
them in various other projects. 

Finally, Pat touched a little on another iLife application: 
iDVD, Perhaps she will be able to tell us more about the 
use of l his application in the next SIG meeting she leads. 

Programming SIG 

As the name suggests, this group concentrates on 
writing and modifying programs to better suit their 
needs. Tor those with a deep interest in the inner 
workings of Mac OS X and other programming 
languages, this group is for you. 

This SIG does not have a regular meeting schedule but 
rather evolves into a gathering when one of its members 
has something they would like to show or needs 
programming help. Aaron Burghardt is the leader of 
this SIG. 

August and September Meetings - None Held 

Retired SIG 

The name of this Special Interest Group is somewhat 
misleading. While many of the SIG's members are 
retired, retirement is not a requirement. The group's 
focus is very wide ranging, with no topic off limits. 
Attendees generally come up with topics and from 
there each meeting evolves. There is always something 
to share and members are quick to help others learn 
more about computing on their Macs. 

This group holds regular meetings at the Pi office on 
every fourth Thursday of the month. Len Adler is the 
SIG leader. 

August Meeting 

The SIG was on summer hiatus for August. 

September 25, 2008 Meeting 

The meeting's theme was Television on the Mac, and 


Neil Ferguson filled in for Len as the meeting host. The 
crowd was modest in size, which simply meant there 
were more of Don Fortnums chocolate chip cookies 
for everyone* Neil did a great job demonstrating the in 
and outs of using an Elgato EyeTV adapter to bring a 
television signal to life on the screen of his Mac. With 
the Elgato EyeTV software, you are able to watch or 
record television shows with ease. Neil confided that he 
no longer owns a TV but rather favors his 24" iMac as 
the method for viewing his favorite TV shows. 

The EyeTV tuner has a coaxial input connector for 
connecting to cable TV, a set-top box, or an antenna. The 
EyeTV tuner also has an S-Video connector and a cable 
adapter that will connect the composite Yellow, Red and 
White connectors to the S-Video connector. That's all there 
is, two input connectors* The output connector is a Type 
Mini B USB connector that attaches to a USB port on a 
Mac. 

We connected a pair of rabbit ears to the input connector, 
but were not able to receive any TV signals because the 
tuner was stuck on channel 3 and couldn't be changed. 
Neil will have to contact Elgato to find out why* 

Since we were not able to connect to a TV signal (over 
the air or cable), we connected the EyeTV to a VCR 
recorder that Neil had brought with him. We played a 
VCR tape and il came up on the computer screen just 
fine. Neil demonstrated how the size of the picture 
could be changed from postage-stamp size all the way 
to full-screen size. We then clicked the Record button 
and began capturing the video as provided by the VCR 
tape. After a few minutes we stopped the recording 
process; then it was time to view the results. In EyeTV' s 
menu bar we selected "Window," clicked on "EyeTV 
Programs," and found the recording. A dick on the 
recording caused it to start playing, thus verifying that 
it really did work. 

Someone asked where EyeTV places the recordings, 
so we used Spotlight to find the file in the user/ 
documents/eyetv archive folder. As an aside, we tried 
to play l he recording using QuickTime but it did not 
re cog n i ze t h e EycT V f o r m a t te d f i I e* H o wo ve r, in the 
EyeT V P rag ra m s wi ndo w vv ith the reco rd i n g sel e c te d 
there is a 'Toast' button. When clicked, this brings up 
Toast {a software program for burning files to CDs and 
DVDs), and places the recoding directly in Toast, ready 
to burn to a DVD - a really handy feature. 

Overall this was a good and informative session about 
Television on l he Mac.

Filling in the Blanks! Events With Missing County Names

G enealogy is about related people and tlidr personal and 
family ev ents Commonly tracked ev ents indude vital 
statistics like birth death and marriage as weH as when 
they clianged residences. Genealogists also try to tie events to 
places. 


A common place naming pattern or scheme used by genealo- 
gists consists of city, county state or province and country 
names. These are oftentimes stored in single database field 
with the individual values separated with comma. Thus, a 
county is missing when city lias two commas before state and 
country values. See Figure L 

County is valued by database searchers, as it is a good 
filter to reduce the number of rows returned from billion- 
record census searches, ll is also quite useful to genealo- 
gists to distinguish where an event happened. This is 
especially true when researching in Canada, as the Cana- 
dian government allows the same city or town name in 
multiple counties in a single province. (The US Post Office 
eliminated duplicate names within a state in the late 1800's 
to speed mail delivery so county information can be criti- 
cal for early L.S. research too.) Where a person lived can 
lead to other record sources that may define the person

court cases, wills probated, and other legal documents 
that shed light on family structure. 


When the amateur genealogist collects bits of data from 
various sources, whether the family archive like a Bible 
or Great Aunt Polly's gossipy housekeeper, or internet 
sea rc liable d a t a b a ses or m i cro f i 1 m ed i lew s pa pe r ob it u a r- 
ies, not every source supplies all the preferred place infor- 
mation. It is com mon for county name to be omitted. As a 
result, there can be a periodic exercise to fill in the blanks. 


If you need to supply county information when ii 
is not specified, the best sources are: a dictionary 
of geographic names, often found in the back of 
dictionaries; the Internet; and the US Geological 
Survey's website, http://www.usgs.org/ 


To supply missing county names to a Reunion database, 
you need to do the following: 

L Create a "Find Anything" query seeking placenames 
with two commas separated by a space in place name, 
indicating a missing field. Additional filters may be 
needed to exclude places with no city or no state.

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September 2008 Genealogy SIG: Exploring ancestry.com 
— and falling off edge of the world

xploring ancestry.com on September 27 proved to 
be an interesting adventure for the Genealogy SIG. 
Tire program was intended to show how to search 
for vital statistics databases, find information on emigra- 
tion to the United States, and perhaps explore information 
from the Daughters of the American Revolution about 
members of the Continental Army, The demonstration did 
not go well. It was what Columbus feared — the world 
was flat and the Genealogy SIG demo fell off the edge. 

The trouble started while I was demonstrating a search 
of my grandfather's journey from Sweden to the United 
States via Liverpool and the SS Umbria, when the 
Airport Wi-Fi connection was lost. Fortunately, 1 had a 
printout of the page with me to use as a crib sheet, so 
we were able to discuss what we would have found in 
our search. See Figures 1 and 2 for Grandpa Carlson's 
Inspection Card, a physical document he kept from his 
1895 journey to America. It continued when we tried 
to continue the search using a different MacBook and 
a different ancestry.com account. Then, emigration 
databases, available to ancestry corn's customers buying 
the premium Global service, were not available. Still, 
we found Grandpa in the 1930 United States census. 

We also learned how to use wildcards on ancestry 
com, using a question mark (?) for a single 
missing character, and using a star (*) when two 


to five characters were omitted from a name. 
Experimentation after the meeting confirmed 
that ancestry.com needs three or four characters 
in a place or surname field before the star. Other 
characters may follow the star, depending on what 
information the searcher has on hand. 

The remainder of the meeting was a discussion of 
attendee interests and solutions. 

Ancestrycom offers two service levels — US and 
Global. US costs $50.85 per quarter; Global is more 
expensive at $83.85 per quarter. Free 14-day trials 
are offered at both service levels. Ancestrycom also 
references a pay-per-view payment option, but that is 
only available to UK customers. Many of the databases 
on ancestrycom are available on other sites for free — it 
is a tremendous convenience to have so many resources 
in one place: vital statistics, emigration, census and 
voter lists, military records, newspapers and other 
periodicals, pictures, stories and histories, directories, 
court documents including land records and wills, as 
well as member family trees are all available at your 
fingertips. 

A good time was had by all attendees, even though 
the ancestrycom demonstration did not go as well 
as planned, it turned out the earth is round after all.

2. For people and place retrieved, use one of resources 
above to find the "county/" 

3. Apply change to the person record in Reunion. If lots 
of persons have the same missing county, update the 
Places List instead of working on each individual. 

Repeat this exercise until you have filled in all counties 
you can identify. 

What 1 learned in our BIG session: As we worked 
through the examples during the SIC meeting, 
everyone had eagle eyes, and several people pointed 
out typos in places names. You can avoid spelling 


errors in Reunion 9 by implementing Speed Names. 
Speed Names is a preference panel. It can be applied 
to Place Names as well as Surnames. Turn it on 
and as you type a Place Name, it will fill in the 
rest of the name, eliminating the opportunity to 
make a mistake. See Figure 2 for the Speed Names 
preference panel. 

You can periodically review the list of speedy 
place names, removing the misspellings (after they 
are corrected in Places List). You can also remove 
infrequently used one-of-a-pair of similar names, 
thus having the speedy correct spelling for the one in 
common usage.
